Attack Along Wide Front. 
The German 
statement 
indicated 
development of an attack dlong a wide 
front to the south and east 
of 
the 
region north of Verdun, along wrhich 
pressure hit hel lo has been exerted. 
The high road from Paris to Metz 
referred to, runs 
through 
Verdun, 
passing slightly to the southeast. 
It 
is crossed at a point 
fifteen 
miles 
southeast of Verdun by the German 
line, bending southward in the salient 
to St. Mihiel. 
it is along this front that the Ger­ 
mans are now' attacking, as distinct 
from the sector to north of Verdun, 
over which the first onslaught was 
made. 
Verdun is thus being assailed from 
the north, northeast, east and south­ 
east. 
Apparently the 
Germans 
are 
developing an attack similar to that 
employed frequently with great suc­ 
cess against the Russian fortified po­ 
sitions in the Champaign district last 
summer. 
There the tactics were to 
bend back the Russian lines on the 
north side of the selected point of at­ 
tack and compel the evacuation of the 
fortress itself. 
The town referred to in the German 
statement as marking the south end 
of the portion of the French front is 
probably 
March-en-W oevre. 
This 
towfn is just south of the Paris-Met z 
highway. 
It is thirteen miles east of 
Verdun and the same distance below 
Douaumont, the capture

There Should Be Gradual Change In 
Spring From Grain to Grass— 
Furnish Some Shelter. 


In the spring, when all the work 
horses must be put to work, it is 
often a problem just what to do with 
the yearling colt. 
It goes without say­ 
ing that they are, in most cases, sadly 
neglected, 
lf there are a few green 
spots showing in the pasture they are 
turned in there to make their living, 
and all the attention they receive ia 
an occasional handful of salt. 
This change from their ration of 
grain and hay to one of grass is pretty 
likely to cause a considerable setback 
to the young horse. 
There should al­ 
ways be a gradual change from grain 
to grass, leaving the grain off entirely 
by the time the grass has reached its 
best. 
The young stock alw’ays become un­ 
easy when the grass begins to look 
green and the spring days begin to 
warm up mother earth. 
They should 
bo turned out only for an hour or two 
at first, and as they become more ac­ 
customed to the grass they can bo 
kept out longer. 
During this time their grain and hay 
ration should bo cut down some, if 
they get enough grass to keep them 
interested while they are out. 
In this 
way their digestive organs will gradu­ 
ally become accustomed to the grass, 
and there will be no disorders of the 
intestines when they are turned on 
the grass to stay. 
If the colts are 
handled in this manner for a wreek or 
two it will be safe to turn them out. 
The colts should have some kind of 
shelter for the first few' nights they 
are in the pasture. 
They have been 
used to the barn all winter, and it will 
be just a little trying on them to re­ 
main out in tho open on cool, dewy 
nights. 
If there is no shelter in tho 
pasture they should be driven to tho 
barn at nights for the first tw'o or 
three w-eeks after being turned out.

New' York, Feb. 26.—Thirty thous­ 
and. maimed French soldiers arc plead­ 
ing for work, for the opportunity io 
he educated to make themselves use­ 
ful in the labor world of their coun­ 
try, it is announced by Mrs. Edmund 
Lincoln Bay I irs, chairman 
for 
the 
United States of a movement which 
has just been inaugurated for the or­ 
ganization of Glo American Commit­ 
tee for Training in Suitable Trades 
the Maimed Soldiers of France. 
For 
these 30,000 crippled mon, according 
to Mis. Bay lies, an equal number of 
positions arc* being held open by the 
employers of France, who need these j 
workers. 
Only the training for these 
soldiers is Jacking to enable them Lo 
learn some useful pursuit so that they 
can serve in shop and factory. 
“Build a bridge that will lead him 
from the hospital over into a normal 
life,” Mrs. Baches urges, in discuss­ 
ing the maimed soldier of the French 
republic. 
“We 
have 
been 
owing 
Franco through a hundred years for 
that little m atter of first aid in our 
American revolution.” 
’Tho American 
committee, 
which 
has established headquarters at the 
Plaza hotel in this City, regards its 
task in the light of “charity 
to 
do 
away with the need of charity.” 
It 
requires from three to six months for 
one of these war dependents to pass 
through this period of instruction — 
tile length of time necessary for Ins 
tuition depends on the man and his 
trade—and the cost of his education 
is only four to five francs a day. One 
hundred dollars would meet the aver­ 
age of all cases, the committee esti­ 
mates. 
Americans in France 
contributed 
$20,^00 immediately upon learning of 
the organization there of 
a 
similar 
committee. 
Such trades are taught 
as 
basket-making, 
carpentry, 
glass 
w'ork, photography, shoemaking, tail­ 
oring, instrument-making, watch-mak­ 
ing, tinware work, bookkeeping, short­ 
hand and typewriting. 
Unless 
the 
multitude of employable men who are 
being turned loose from the hospitals 
wore taken in charge and their nor­ 
mal life 
artificially 
reconstructed, 
the committee in France foresaw a 
new and ever-increasing dead weight 
of misery for the republic. 
The committee in France knew’ of 
one soldier who, having lost an arm 
while fighting in the Marne,, drifted 
from shop to shop in search of a 
chance to support himself, and, turn­ 
ed away because he knew no trade 
which lie could follow' with his one 
arm, shot himself. It is to avert such 
tragedies as these that the American 
committee, headed by Mrs. Baylies, 
is laboring. 
The maimed ones who ate being 
taught trades under the direction of 
the committee in France, divide their 
profits in full, when they have reach-1 
ed the stage of production, with those 
pupils which arc only beginning to 
learn.

The main 
reason for feeding silage to beef cat­ 
tle is economy of production. 
It can­ 
not be considered as a substitute for 
other necessary materials in the ra­ 
tion, according to J. L. Tormey, Col­ 
lege of Agriculture, University of Wis­ 
consin, who gives a few suggestions 
as to the feeding of silage for beet 
production under local conditions. 
“Clover or alfalfa hay should be 
fed along with the silage in the win­ 
ter. 
If clover or alfalfa hay is not 
obtainable, use timothy or mixed hay. 
In addition to the corn silage and hay 
allowance, about three or four pounds 
of cottonseed meal for 
each 
1,000 
pounds^ of live weight of the animal 
should be fed daily. 
“Two-year-old steers weighing about 
1,000 pounds may be started on aboui 
20 to 25 pounds of silage, 6 to 8 pounds 
of clover or alfalfa hay, and 5 to t 
pounds of a mixture consisting of six 
parts of corn to one part cottonseed 
meal by weight daily. 
In a period 
of two weeks the cattle 
may 
be 
brought up to full rations, if care 
fully watched. At this time they will 
eat about 15 to 20 pounds of silage 
5 to G pounds of hay and 12 to 14 
pounds of grain mixture daily. 
“As cottonseed meal is rather high 
priced this year, wheat bran or glu­ 
ten feed may be used Instead with al­ 
most as good results and at a saving 
in cost of production.”

PR O B LEM OF T H E U N E M P L O Y E D . 


The effort of the federal departm ent 
of labor to solve the problem of the 
unemployed is making rapid headway. 
Although a new w’ork, largely unor­ 
ganized and not adequately provided 
for by appropriations, places for 12,000 
applicants were found by the govern­ 
m ent during the last year. 
Eighteen 
labor distribution branches have been 
established in eighteen large cities, as 
follow’s: 
Boston, New York, Philadel­ 
phia, Baltimore, Norfolk, Jacksonville, 
New 
Orleans, Galveston, Cleveland, 
Chicago, Minneapolis, St. Louis, Den­ 
ver, Helena, Seattle,

After the disastrous fire at Salem, 
Mass., a little over a year ago, 3,670 
w*age earners w ere throw n out of em ­ 
ployment. Through the departm ent of 
labor, positions were 
found 
almost 
im m ediately for 1.500 of these men. 
The postoffice departm ent has thrown 
open its 60,(KIO postoffices to assist 
the advertising program of the depart­ 
m ent of labor in its work. This assist­ 
ed m aterially to create a netw ork of 
com m unication 
between 
em ployers 
needing help without knowing w here 
to get it and w orkers wanting employ-

it took hold of the Philippines there 


were about 6,000 lepers in the islands. 


They w andered about, mingling freely 


with healthy people, and in this way 
gave the disease to about 1,000 per­ 
sons every year. 
It w'as immediately 
seen that some drastic m easure was 
necessary. 
Selecting a site on Culion 
Island, about 200 miles from Manila, 
the governm ent sanitarians caused a 
modern town to he built. 
They then 
circulated a report in the islands to 
the effect th a t in this town lepers 
would find a welcome and a chance 
to lead a m ore pleasant life than was 
possible elsewhere. 
About 
3,500 
of 
them wrere induced to go to Culion. 
The problem of governing the town 
then confronted the sanitarians, and 
they outlined a form very much like 
that of the typical American city. 
The mayor and councilmen are lepers 
elected 
by 
m em bers of the colony. 
There is a police force composed of 
lepers, and a court with a leper judge. 
! H ere offenders are sentenced, and the 
I ordinances passed by the council are 
enforced. 
Each councilman is respon­ 
sible for the housing and general wel­ 
fare of the people in the part of the 
town from which he is elected, and all 
com plaints are made through him. In 
one quarter of the city the doctors and 
nurses who care for the general health 
of the town are quartered. 
Some of 
the inhabitants are able to do a lim it­ 
ed am ount of w’ork and they keep the 
streets clean and the buildings in re­ 
pair. 
O thers are assigned lo the care 
of lepers more seriously affected. 
A 
store has been opened and a system 
of currency devised, 
by 
m eans 
of 
which a considerable am ount of trad ­ 
ing in vegetables and dairy products 
is carried on. A towrn hall and theater 
furnish opportunity for diversion. 
All 
outgoing mail m a tte r 
is 
thoroughly 
sterilized and every precaution is ex­ 
ercised against a spread of the dis­ 
ease. 
Dr. H eiser says that there are ap­ 
proxim ately 2,000,000 people afflicted 
w ith leprosy, the victims being scat­ 
tered all over the world. 
By the newT 
method 
of 
treatm ent 
six 
practical 
cures have been effected and twenty- 
three less certain cures. 
The method 
is to inject a m ixture of chaulm oogra 
oil and cam phorated oil and resorcin. 
In every case w here 
this 
treatm ent 
has been applied there has been some 
improvement. 
W hether it will wrork 
as wrell w iHi lepers in other parts of 
the world as in the colony at Culion 
m ust be determ ined 
by 
experiment. 
Dr. H eiser gives the natives credit for 
discovering the basic principle of this 
system .

Paris, Feb. 26.—The fighting in the 
region of Verdun continues unabated, 
re 
according to the French official com­ 
munication issued last night. Several 
infantry attacks launched by the Ger­ 
m ans with huge 
effectiveness 
have 
been repulsed. Artillery duels are go­ 
ing on w ith great intensity east of 
the Meuse, despite a 
heavy 
snow­ 
fall. 
The German losses during the first 
four days of the battle around Verdun 
are authoritatively estim ated at 150,- 
000 
The German offensive is recognized 
now as probably only the beginning 
of a determ ined effort To 
take 
the 
fortress, formerly key to the French 
front, and compares in violence and 
losses to the battle of the Yser. The 
French assum e that the battle may 
continue a fortnight. 
It is believed 
the calm last night w’as only a lull 
required by the attacking forces to 
bury their dead, carry off the wound­ 
ed and bring up reserves to take the 
places of divisions half destroyed by 
French artillery and machine guns. 
The German forces are known to 
be at least 300,000, supported by nu­ 
m erous 15-inch and 17-inch Austrian 
M ortars, with all the heavy artillery 
used in the Serbian 
campaign 
and 
part of that formerly employed on the 
Russian front. 
After the last engagement our troops 
retained their positions in spite of the 
recent assaults of the enemy, which 
no longer counts his sacrifices. In the 
region of Beaumont, the battle, which 
is still raging, has taken on a most 
sanguinary character. On the front of 
the Woevre, the advance posts w'hich 
we held, has lines of observation on 
Ornes to Hennemount since the battle 
of last year, have been attacked by in­ 
fantry forces from both sides of the 
Meuse. 
Our artillery on both right 
and left hanks of the 
river 
replied 
without ceasing to the bombardment 
of the enemy. 
Nothing of importance

front.

We have all sorts of days calculated to promote business and honor 
industry such as Trades Days, Bargain Days, Labor Days, etc.; why not 
have a prose day and all business concerns advertise the things they have 
to sell and everybody subscribe for tho local paper and all delinquents pay a 
year in advance? 
There is nothing so elevating in civ ilizatio n as the smile 
of an editor and nothing will contribute m ore toward th e w elfare of a com­ 
munity than the prosperity of the press. 
Tho farm er is a friend and patron of the newspapers

$300,000,000 LOSS IS SEEN 


Two 
Million 
Miles 
of 
Unimproved 
Highways in United States— Farm­ 
ers Blamed for Condition. 


“There are 6,500,000 farmers in the 
United States, the most of whom raise 
something for the market,” says the 
American Highway association. 
“They have been described by Dr. T. 
N. Carver, the Harvard university ex­ 
pert in economics who was engaged 
last year by the departm ent of agri­ 
culture to draw plans for the organi­ 
zation of a rural community, as tem ­ 
peramentally an independent, head­ 
strong, 
individualistic 
class, 
and, 
therefore, difficult to organize. 
That 
they are ‘difficult to organize’ is evi­ 
denced by the fact that there are 
2,000,000 miles of unimproved public 
roads in the United States over which 
they must haul their products to m ar­ 
ket at a loss of approximately $300,- 
000,000 every year, or about the total 
assessed value of property, real and 
personal, in South Carolina. T hat they 
are ‘independent’ of good roads to 
their own great loss is evidenced by 
the enormous waste of both money 
and muscle in trying to do business 
without good roads and their appar­ 
ent lack of interest in compelling their 
representatives 
in 
legislatures 
and 
congress to provide highways for their 
service. 
“Good roads are equally necessary 
to ‘both the production and distribu­ 
tion of farm products.’ ‘They are pre­ 
requisite,’ says Mr. Houston, secre­ 
tary of agriculture, in his last annual 
report, ‘not only to economical produc­ 
tion and distribution, but to the pro­ 
motion of the broader life of commu­ 
nities. 
The great need, obviously, is 
for roads which will get products from 
the farm to the nearest railway sta­ 
tion, enabling the farm er to haul w’hen 
he cannot sow’ or reap, and to haul at 
a lower rate, to transport his children 
to consolidated schools and to enjoy 
comfortably 
his 
social 
enterprises.’ 
T hnre can be. indeed, no such thing as

In regions where the roads 
have been improved the farm ers are 
the most prosperous and community 
life has been developed. 
In regions 
where the roads have not been im­ 
proved the schools, the churches and 
all other civilizing agencies have run 
down. 
“W ithin the last few years there 
have been formed 12,000 or 15,000 as­ 
sociations of one sort and another 
among the farmers, fruit growers and 
others looking to the economic han­ 
dling of their business. But there can 
bo no adequate co-operation among 
farm ers without the first essential of 
the best farm ing success—good public 
roads. 
Improved highways mean im­ 
proved farming, increased values of 
farm ing lands, improved standards of 
farm ing products, improved banking 
m eans and facilities, improved country 
schools, churches and homes. W ithout 
improved public highways there will 
continue th e fearful economic waste 
which has operated against the pros­ 
perity of the farm ers and made them 
the prey of the combinations which 
have fattened on their spoil.”

Setting Posts Ten Feet Apart—

A dog-proof fence can he economic­ 
ally built in the following m anner: 
Posts are set ten to twelve feet apart 
and a barbed wire is first stapled to 
them right on the surface of the 
ground. 
Three inches above this is 
placed a panel of close-woven wrire, 36 
inches 
high, 
and 
about 
this 
twro 
strands of ordinary barbed wire. Care 
should be taken to see that there are 
no openings betw’een the ground and 
the lowest barbed wire. 
An inclosure 
made in this manner, into which sheep 
may be turned at night, is inexpensive, 
and dogs wall not go through it. Most 
of the damage by dogs is doue at 
night.

Chicago, Feb. 26.—Steps to relieve 


the car shortage on western railroads 


have been taken 
by 
the 
American 


Railway association, according to an 
announcement made by that organi­ 
zation. The car service commission of * 


the association at a meeting in New' 


York found that “there is a general 


shortage of box ears for the movement 
of grain iii the territory west of Chi­ 
cago from the Twin Cities 
on 
the 
north to St. Louis and Kansas City 
on the south, and extending westward 
beyond Colorado. 
Shortages were re­ 
ported from several sources 
on 
tho 
Pacific coast, including California and 
Oregon, and on the Mobile 
& 
Ohio 
railroad. 
There is also a shortage of 
coal cars in the Alleghenies. 
While 
shortages exist there is freight conges­ 
tion 
in 
New* England around New 
York and other Atlantic seaports.” 
The larger railroads east of Chicago 
and St. Ixniis have agreed to deliver to 
the western roads 20 per cent more 
box cars than are received from the 
western roads, according to the Ameri­ 
can Railway association. The eastern 
roads also will exert all possible pres­ 
sure on 
consignees, the statement 
says, to unload as rapidly as possible 
cars now' ready for delivery and to 
avoid ordering goods that cannot be 
promptly unloaded. 
The principal causes for this situa­ 
tion, the car commission found, were: 
The increase in exports from the At­ 
lantic ports; the 
commandeering of 
foreign vessels by the 
countries 
at 
war; the shipment of munitions “with­ 
out due regard to whether there were 
vessels for it”; and the closing of the 
Panama canal. 
Industries east of the 
Alleghenies, especially 
in New' Eng­ 
land. have attempted to 
handle 
in­ 
creased 
shipments 
of raw' material 
without increasing their facilities. The 
fear of a coal strike, 
April 
I, 
has 
caused “every one to buy as much coal 
as he can without regard to the 
amount he can unload.” 
The Whole 
situation has been made more difficult 
by the snow', sleet and rain storms 
about New York.

I he Associated Press.)—General Gal- 
iieni’s great vigor and energy are be­ 
ing put to a severe strain in the W ar 
Office. 
He begins work at 5 o’clock 
in the morning and keeps at it all 
day, notwithstanding his 
G7 years* 
but, with all his application, be finds 
the day’s work is never finished when 
niight comes. 


To say nothing of the responsibil­ 
ity of conducting the French military 
operations, he has to receive frequent 
visits from a considerable number of 
the 600 deputies and 300 senators; he 
has to attend meetings of the Cab­ 
inet, 
participating in the 
delibera­ 
tions of the French W ar Council and 
of the Allies* Combined W ar Coun­ 
cils; he is summoned before the W ar 
Committee of the Chamber and W ar 
Committee of the Senate two or three 
times a week to give information re­ 
garding the progress of the war, and 
he has to attend sessions of the 
Chamber and Senate on every oc­ 
casion when m ilitary questions are 
discussed, and frequently to ieplv to 
one or two interpellations by mem­ 
bers. 


All that would be insufficient to ex­ 
haust Gallieni’s energy, but ho has in 
addition 
to 
reply either from 
the 
spaker’s stand in the Chamber or 
through the Journal Officiel to all 
sorts of questions posed in writing 
bv the members of Parliament.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 26. — A 


little early care given to the pruning 


of ornamental trees and shrubs dur­ 
ing the early part of March will do 
much to control their growing and 
flowering habits, and enable the home 
owner to have well formed plants and 
well-trained 
hedges 
or 
boundary 
plantings. 
The 
pruning 
of 
orna­ 
mental trees and shrrubs is, in fact, 
one of the first duties that may profit­ 
ably be performed in the home gar­ 
den. 
The amateur, however, should 
not 
make a ruthless assault 
with 
shears or pruning knife upon every­ 
thing in his yard. 
Flowering trees 
and shrubs that bloom in the spring 
or early summer should not receive 
radical pruning at this time, accord­ 
ing to the garden specialists of the 
United States Department of Agri­ 
culture. 
Of course, if on these plants 
there are dead or weak branches, 
these should be taken out, and any 
crossing limbs that are rubbing and 
seriously interfering with the growth 
of the bush should be removed. 
The 
tips of the limbs, however, should not 
be cut off nor should any young wood 
that 
does 
not 
interfere 
with 
the 
growth of the bush be removed. 
It 
must be borne in mind that the blos­ 
som buds for this year’s flowering 
were formed 
last year, and every 
shoot removed takes off that much of 
the prospective blossoms. 
Trees and shrubs that bear their 
flowers 
in 
midsummer 
and 
which 
were not pruned in the fall may be 
pruned at this time. 
Plants of this 
sort are the Rose of Sharon and the 
shrubby hvdranga. 
Where the larg­ 
est possible mass effect is desired 
’hose plants should be pruned but 
fittle. 
If the aim is to secure the 
argent possible trusses or blossom 
neads, last year’s growth should be 
pruned back to two or three eyes to 
stem. 
Such severe pruning, how­ 
ever, is not conducive to the most at­ 
tractive development of shrubs. 
Climbing 
roses 
should 
not 
be 
pruned at this time except ‘for the 
removal 
of 
surplus 
or 
interfering 
branches. Every bit of wood removed 
now reduces the amount of bloom tile 
plant will bear during the coming 
season. 
Roses used in border plani­ 
ng should be treated in exactly the 
same way as other shrubs, except 
hat many of these species will be 
improved 
by 
having 
all 
their old 
wood cut away once in every five or 
*ix years. 
This would mean cutting 
ill the old canes off within three or 
four inches of the ground and forcing 
the bush to grow up entirely new 
wood. 
Roses used for cut flowers, like the 
hybrid perpetuals, the hybrid teas, 
\nd teas, should be severely pruned. 
The hybrid perpetuals may be cut as 
soon as freezing weather is past 
Pruning of the hybrid teas apd teas, 
however, 
should 
be left until the 
voting growth has started. 
In both 
ases the plant should be cut to with- 
n six inches or one foot of tho 
ground. 
Four or six eyes to a stem 
is about the proper amount of wood 
to leave.

Kansas City, Mo., Feb. 26.— To find 


out how easily t it y boys can adapt 
themselves to farm work and to fur­ 
nish employment for homeless boys 
is the latest innovation, in the form 
of an experiment farm, of the manag­ 
ers of the Boys’ Hotel, a charitable 
institution of Kansas City, conducted 
by the Juvenile 
Improvement 
Club 
of the city. 
Boys who live at the 
hotel w ill be given an opportunity to 
test the “ back-to-the-farm* idea on a 
farm near here. 
It is the theory of 
the men who have charge of the Boys’ 
Hotel that the youngsters from the 
paved 
streets can do farm work in just 
as proper fashion as the farm er lad, 
and ground has been rented for truck 
gardening and such other farm work 
as can be done on a small scale. The 
experiment is being watched eagerly 
by juvenile authorities, it is asserted. 
The purpose of the Boys* Hotel is 
to provide a home for the boy who 
wants 
to w’ork 
and 
who 
wrants 
a 
chance to help himself, Superintend­ 
ent Charles B. Hahn pointed out. Last 
year JIO boys found a home at the 
hotel, an average of 70 daily, accord­ 
ing to the annual report just issued. 
One hundred 
and 
forty-one of the 
boys 
came 
from 
other 
towns 
and 
cities, while 
69 
w’ore 
Kansas City 
boys; 27 were full orphans, 72 had 
widowed mothers, 57 had no mother, 
15 had step-parents, and 139 had both 
parents 
living, 
the report 
showed; 
84,621 square meals were served at 
the hotel during 1915 and the m ain­ 
tenance 
expense of 
the 
institution 
was 
$14,328.88, of which 
$11,306.10 
was paid by the boys who worked. 
At the hotel the boys do all their 
own work, from cooking and laundry 
work to repairing their shoes. 
Usual­ 
ly from six to ten per cent of the lads 
who make the place their home are 
unemployed and the big 'problem is 
to find suitable w’ork for them. “ Help 
the boy who helps him self” is the 
motto of Hie institution and the boys 
are kept in an environment of good 
books, healthful recreation, education 
and 
religious 
influence. 
A 
night 
school 
is 
conducted 
regularly 
and 
each boy is given a chance to learn. 
Scores of letters have been received 
by 
Superintendent 
Hahn 
from 
the 
boys who later obtained good posi­ 
tions and who testified to the help 
they received at the hotel. 
Rules at the institution prohibit the 
use of cigarettes entirely and tobacco 
in the hotel and any boy who uses 
liquor cannot stay in the hotel. 
Reg­ 
ular attendance is required at the 
I night school; boys are given certain 
nights for recreation and everyone 


I must be in his room by 9:45 o’clock 


I every night. 
The rules say that each 
boy must work. 
If he has no job he 
must help with the wrork at the hotel. 
The cost of the boy’s board is regu­ 
lated 
according 
to 
the 
wages 
he 
earns; usually the charge is $2.50 a 
week and the maximum is $3.00. 
The hotel was founded eight years 
ago by Dr. E. L. Mathias, chief pro­ 
bation 
office 
of 
Kansa 
City, 
who 
saw a chance to help homeless boys 
by providing a place for them to stay 
which would keep them awrav from 
evil 
influences 
and 
unhealthy 
sur­ 
roundings. 
U ntil 1911 the hotel was 
conducted in a small house. 
In 1911 
a $65,000 
building w\as constructed 
largely through the efforts of Judge 
E. E. Porterfield, of the seventh di­ 
vision of the circuit court, who now 
is 
president 
of the 
hotel. 
Doctor 
Mathias is secretary and many prom­ 
inent Kansas City men are members 
of the board of directors. 
Each year 
the Juvenile Improvement club makes 
up the deficit.

Paris, Fob. 26.— The silk industry, 


the most sensitive in France, subject 


as it is to the most of the caprices of 


fashion, has showrn greater stability 


than other textiles during 
the war. 
The total production in 1914 amount­ 
ed to $28,000,000 less than that of 
1913, but only $15,000,000 less than in 
1911, when the total production wras 
$80,000,000, after having gone to $90,- 
000,000 iii 1910. 
The silk exports 
were 
$18,000,000 
less than in 1913, but one and a half 
million dollars more than in 1912. 
Exports of silks to America have 
for several years followed quite reg­ 
ular rate of progression that has not 
been disturbed by the war. 
In 1914 
they 
amounted 
to 
$13,250,000, 
as 
against $9,750,000 in 1913. 
England, however, took $18,000,000 
less, the exports dropping from $42,- 
000,000 in 1913 to $24,000,000 in 1914. 
Italy took a quarter million dollars 
more and Spain a half m illion dollars 
more in silks than in 1913. 
Exports of French velvets more than 
held their own.
